The Interview, he declared, could not 
possibly be construed as an expres­ 
sion of the views of this government. 
"Thereupon, w ith tempestuous haste, 
and apparently prompted by partisan 
zeal, you dispatched un instruction to 
the Am erican ambassador in London, 
directing him to apologize for language 
uttered by me which was not in the 
lenst degree offensive and which was 
based entirely upon the assumption 
that the supposed expression of the 
B ritish government was fabrication. 
“ Thus, 
through 
pique, 
you 
have 
spontaneously and unjustly discredited 
a diplomatic officer of thiB government 
and at the same time have exposed to 
the British foreign office the spirit of 
hazardous adventure which presides 
over the department of state and the 
possibility of errors at any moment in 
future diplomatic exchanges."
